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CBS (National Bureau of Statistics) is 
still counting, controlling, scanning 
and compiling data collected in 
2010 national Census 


ORANJESTAD - CBS in¬ 
forms the Aruban public that 
they are working diligently on 
compiling and processing the 
myriad of data collected during 
the recently held 2010 national 
census. Within 3 weeks after 
the census, the Office was able 
to identify those addresses that 
for some reason were not in¬ 
cluded in the census, so that 
they could follow up on those 
to complete the process of hav¬ 
ing every citizen accounted 
for. 

In the month of November 
they began the process of sort¬ 
ing out the information and 


controlling the official forms 
received during the week of 
the census. 

Forms destined for the Of¬ 
fice of the Public Registry 
were separated and submitted, 
so as to continue the control 
process in the most anony¬ 
mous manner possible. 

The entire process of con¬ 
trol and scanning is a tedious 
and cumbersome process and 
takes its due course. It is esti¬ 
mated that this first control 
will take approximately one 
and a half months to complete, 
hence by February 2011 this 
should be done. This will fol- 
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low the 
process of 
scanning 
verification 
and codifi- 
cation, 
which is es¬ 
timated to 
be com¬ 
pleted by 
mid March 
2011. 

This 
process will 
be followed 
by yet a 
third con¬ 
trol process 
and correc¬ 
tion of data. 

This third 
process is 
aided by a special computer 
program, the CSPRO, which is 
designed by the US Census 
Bureau and programmed by 
Aruba’s CBS for the control of 
data collected during the week 
of the Census 2010. 

After the final control, data 
will be added to create a na¬ 
tional data base for Aruba. 
From this data base they will 
be able to produce numerous 
basic tables. Just as in the cen¬ 
sus of 1991 and 2000, the first 
publication of the data from 
the 2010 Census will be com¬ 
piled into basic tables and 
charts, which will be available 
as of end July 2011. After the 
first publication, several other 
publications will follow deal¬ 
ing with different themes in¬ 
cluded in the data collected in 
the Aruba 2010 Census. 

The CBS also informs all 
workers who participated in 
the 2010 census, that should 
they desire to have an identifi¬ 
cation badge and photo of the 
census, that they should pass 
by the CBS offices personally 
during office hours to collect 
these.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haitian officials yes¬ 
terday whisked former dicta¬ 
tor Jean-Claude ’’Baby Doc” 
Duvalier away to court, two 
days after his surprise return 
from exile stunned the nation 
he ruled with an iron fist. 

After intense questioning 
lasting well over an hour by 
the nation’s chief prosecutor 
and a judge, Duvalier was es¬ 
corted by police out of the lu¬ 
xury hotel where he had been 
holed up since he returned 
late Sunday. 

Duvalier is accused by 
rights groups and opponents 
of siphoning hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars out of the im¬ 
poverished Caribbean 
country and of presiding over 
widespread human rights 
abuses during his 1971-1986 
rule. 

As he was led away from 
his hotel in a convoy of ar¬ 
mored vehicles bristling with 


swat police, a small group of 
supporters gathered, calling 
for current President Rene 
Preval to be arrested instead. 

Meanwhile, in Geneva, 
25-year legal battle over Du- 
valier’s Swiss millions should 
come to an end once new leg¬ 
islation kicks in on February 
1, a lawyer for Haiti’s govern¬ 
ment said yesterday. 

The Duvaliers have been 
fighting to hold on to some 5.7 
million dollars of allegedly 
embezzled funds held by an 
opaque Liechtenstein-based 
foundation in Switzerland 
ever since Swiss authorities 
froze them after Duvalier was 
ousted. 

But new legislation was 
rushed through parliament 
last year to ease the restitu¬ 
tion of assets stolen by cor¬ 
rupt or greedy politicians to 
the concerned countries, 
partly as a result of the Duva¬ 
lier saga. 
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Government issues less 
permits than previous year 

While new law will introduce changes 


ORANJESTAD - Minister 
Benny Sievinger, who has the 
Ministry of Immigration under 
his watch, denies allegations 
that he has extended more per¬ 
mits for foreign residents than 
his predecessor. 

He alleged that his prede¬ 
cessor issued a total of 16 thou¬ 
sand permits in his final year in 
office, while last year the gov¬ 
ernment issued 11 thousand 
permits; some less than the pre¬ 
vious administration. 

On the other hand there are 
still those who have arrived il¬ 
legally on Aruba and are resi¬ 
ding here illegally. The 
minister explained that there 
are two aspects to take into ac¬ 
count. First, there are those 
who arrive illegally with ab¬ 
solutely no chance of getting a 
residence permit. And, se¬ 
condly, those who have resided 
here for more than 5 years and 
who and a residence permit. 
This group of residents will fall 
under the STR Ruling, which is 
a limited amnesty. The KPMG 
legal firm has been contracted 
by the government to do an 
analysis and advice the govern¬ 
ment as to how to arrange for 
permits for this group of peo¬ 
ple. This situation was born 
after the change of the law in 
2006 to the so called Swiss 
Model. Anew entrance and exit 
law (LTU) was passed in Par¬ 
liament which allows for all 
foreign residents to obtain a 
residence permit for the dura¬ 
tion of maximum three years. 
Consequently the majority of 
those who obtained residence 
permits in 2006 would have 
been required to leave in June

2009. This would have been an 
impossible feat in view of the 
fact that the number of those 
being required to leave was 
some 12 thousand employees, 
who in essence would have had 
to be replaced with an equal 
number of new employees. 

Back then, the solution to 
this problem was to move up 
the requirement to 2012. 
Hence, it was noted back then 
(2009) that the Swiss Model 
did not function. The govern¬ 
ment decided after careful 
analysis that it was best to give 
these persons a residence per¬ 
mit, rather than to deport them 
and bring in new employees 
from who knows where. 

With very few exceptions, 
no first permits were issued 
last year, according to 
Sievinger. 

A change of the law is cur¬ 
rently being processed for in¬ 
troduction. The minister 
expressed the hope that this 
process be completed by the 
end of January. 

In anticipation of the new 


law, various management an¬ 
notations are being implanted. 

With the elimination of the 
Swiss Model arrangement, 
anyone who can show resi¬ 
dence for ten consecutive 
years, with no more than a 
loophole of 3 years, will be el¬ 
igible for an unrestricted resi¬ 
dence permit not requiring the 
signature of a third party. 

Another change will be for 
tourists visiting the island who 
would be permitted to remain 
on Aruba for 180 days without 
as residence permit, while per¬ 
sons from the Netherlands 
would not be deported should 
they overstay the 180 days 
limit. They would get an addi¬ 
tional 30 days to rectify their 
residence status. 

In the new LTU (entrance 
and exit law) there will be se¬ 
veral changes, according to the 
minister. One issue of concern 
to the government is for those 
persons who act as agents or 
brokers to those seeking per¬ 
mits. There are constant com¬ 
plaints about this service 
where many feel they have 
been ripped off by these agents 
who claim to be able to arrange 
for their permits. After having 
paid considerable amounts of 
money for the service, many 
end up without the permit and 
without a refund. The govern¬ 
ment intends to offer a course 
on the law of exit and entrance 
to all those involved in this 
type of business. 

And they will require these 
brokers and agents to take the 
course to be certified by 
DIMAS to be duly recognized 
as brokers or agents.

Cruise tourism expected to grow in 
leaps and bounds 


ORANJESTAD - Minister of 
Tourism, Otmar Oduber met 
last week with executives of 
the Carnival Cruise Lines in 
Miami. Very positive deliber¬ 
ations were conducted with 
respect to Aruba’s cruise 
tourism. 

It is no secret that even be¬ 
fore taking office, Oduber, 
from his seat in the opposi¬ 
tion in Parliament had held 
talks with Carnival to explore 
the possibility for their return 
to the island. 

Now, in his caliber as 
Minister of Tourism, he re¬ 
turned again to talk to Carni¬ 
val. These conversations 
resulted in an agreement by 
Carnival to return to Aruba 
with a total of 15 calls. Last 
October Aruba was ecstatic 


to see Carnival Miracle enter 
our harbor. Getting Carnival 
to return after an absence of 
more than 3 years was an im¬ 
pressive accomplishment. 

Carnival’s intention to 
make 15 calls is not enough 
for the Minister of Tourism, 
hence the reason for his con¬ 
tinued deliberations with 
their executives to get as 
many calls as possible. In 
2011 the number of cruise 
visitors will increase to about 
30 thousand with a total of 18 
calls. In 2012 these figures 
will double. Cruise visitors 
will number 60 thousand and 
cruise calls will reach 29 dur¬ 
ing 2012. This means that 
come 2012 we will see Car¬ 
nival Cruise Line practically 
during the entire year in our 


harbor. These figures are cer¬ 
tainly very positive for our is¬ 
land’s tourism. 

The minister’s objective is 
to explore the possibility for 
getting as many of the cruise 
visitors as possible to return 
to the island as ‘stay over’ 
visitors. 

Oduber indicated that in 
order to reach these kinds of 
agreements there must first 
be a basis of confidence, mu¬ 
tual respect, as well as open 
communication between the 
partners.

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Researchers aim to resurrect 
mammoth in five years

TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese 
researchers will launch a 
project this year to resurrect 
the long-extinct mammoth by 
using cloning technology to 
bring the ancient pachyderm 
back to life in around five 
years time. 

The researchers will try to 
revive the species by obtain¬ 
ing tissue this summer from 
the carcass of a mammoth 
preserved in a Russian re¬ 
search laboratory, the Yomi- 
uri Shimbun reported. 

’’Preparations to realise 
this goal have been made,” 
Akira Iritani, leader of the 
team and a professor emeri¬ 
tus of Kyoto University, told 
the mass-circulation daily. 

Under the plan, the nuclei 
of mammoth cells will be in¬ 
serted into an elephant’s egg 
cell from which the nuclei 
have been removed, to create 
an embryo containing mam¬ 
moth genes, the report said. 

The embryo will then be 


BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese 
computer giant Lenovo said 
Tuesday it will create a spe¬ 
cial unit to create mobile and 
other Internet-connected de¬ 
vices, as it seeks to grab a 
bigger slice of the fast-grow¬ 
ing market. 

The new business will be 
based in Beijing and devoted 
to developing tablets, smart 
mobile phones and televi¬ 
sions as well as devices for 
cloud computing, Lenovo 
said in a statement. 

There is ’’tremendous 
growth potential of the mo¬ 
bile Internet” and the corn- 


inserted into an elephant’s 
uterus in the hope that the an¬ 
imal will eventually give 
birth to a baby mammoth. 

The elephant is the closest 
modern relative of the mam¬ 
moth, a huge woolly mam¬ 
mal believed to have died out 
with the last Ice Age. 

Some mammoth remains 
still retain useable tissue 
samples, making it possible 
to recover cells for cloning, 
unlike dinosaurs, which dis¬ 
appeared around 65 million 
years ago and whose remains 
exist only as fossils 

Researchers hope to 
achieve their aim within five 
to six years, the Yomiuri said. 

The team, which has in¬ 
vited a Russian mammoth re¬ 
searcher and two US elephant 
experts to join the project, 
has established a technique to 
extract DNA from frozen 
cells, previously an obstacle 
to cloning attempts because 
of the damage cells sustained 


pany wants to ’’capitalise on 
these opportunities to drive 
growth,” Lenovo chief exec¬ 
utive Yang Yuanqing said.

in the freezing process. 

Another Japanese re¬ 
searcher, Teruhiko Waka¬ 
yama of the Riken Centre for 
Developmental Biology, suc¬ 
ceeded in 2008 in cloning a 
mouse from the cells of an¬ 
other that had been kept in 
temperatures similar to 
frozen ground for 16 years. 

The scientists extracted a 
cell nucleus from an organ of 
a dead mouse and planted it 
into the egg of another mouse 
which was alive, leading to 
the birth of the cloned mouse. 

Based on Wakayama’s 
techniques, Iritani’s team de¬ 
vised a method to extract the 
nuclei of mammoth eggs 
without damaging them. 

But a successful cloning 
will also pose challenges for 
the team, Iritani warned. 

”If a cloned embryo can 
be created, we need to dis¬ 
cuss, before transplanting it 
into the womb, how to breed 
(the mammoth) and whether 
to display it to the public,” Ir¬ 
itani said. 

’’After the mammoth is 
born, we will examine its 
ecology and genes to study 
why the species became ex¬ 
tinct and other factors.” 

More than 80 percent of 
all mammoth finds have been 
dug up in the permafrost of 
the vast Sakha Republic in 
eastern Siberia. 

Exactly why a majority of 
the huge creatures that once 
strode in large herds across 
Eurasia and North America 
died out towards the end of 
the last Ice Age has generated 
fiery debate. 

Some experts hold that 
mammoths were hunted to 
extinction by the species that 
was to become the planet’s 
dominant predator — humans. 

Others argue that climate 
change was more to blame, 
leaving a species adapted for 
frozen climes ill-equipped to 
cope with a warming world. 


And at the Consumer 
Electronics Show in Las 
Vegas earlier this month, it 
launched the IdeaPad U1 
computer — a laptop that can 
be converted into a touch¬ 
screen tablet. It also rolled 
out the LePad tablet. 

Lenovo, which bought 
IBM’s personal computer 
business in 2005, said Idea- 
Pad U1 with LePad would be 
available in China by the end 
of March. 

It will not be available in 
the United States until next- 
generation Android mobile 
software is available for use 
in the tablets. 


PARIS (AFP) - Sharks may 
be unable to distinguish be¬ 
tween colours, according to a 
lab study published on Tues¬ 
day that could benefit swim¬ 
mers, surfers and sharks 
themselves. 

Researchers in Australia, 
using a technique called 
micro-spectrophotometry, 
looked at the retinal cells of 
17 species of shark caught off 
Queensland and Western 
Australia. 

In all 17 species, the com¬ 
monest kind of light recep¬ 
tors were ’’rod” cells, which 
are highly sensitive to light 
and allow night vision but 
cannot tell colours apart, they 
found. 

Yet the sharks lacked cone 
cells, which respond individ¬ 
ually to light at specific 
wavelengths. In human eyes, 
a variety of cone cells helps 
us to distinguish between 
colours. 

In 10 of the 17 shark 
species, no cone cells were 
found at all. Cone cells were 
found in the other seven 
species, but they were all of a 
single type, sensitive to

wavelengths of around 530 
nanometres, which is green. 

This retinal system means 
sharks are able to tell be¬ 
tween shades of grey but, 
most probably, not between 
colours, say the investigators. 

Monochromatic vision is 
very rare among land species, 
because colour vision is a 
tool for survival in terrestrial 
habitats. 

But it is less important in 
the marine environment, 
where colours are progres¬ 
sively filtered out at depth 
and survival depends on dis¬ 
tinguishing contrasts, to de¬ 
termine whether a shape in 
the gloom is prey or predator. 

Previous research has 
found that whales, dolphins 
and seals also possess green- 
sensitive cone cells, which 
suggests that these marine 
mammals and sharks arrived 
at the same visual design in 
parallel, says the paper. 

The study, published in 
English in the German jour¬ 
nal Naturwissenschaften, 
could help prevent shark at¬ 
tacks on humans and develop 
fishing gear that could reduce 
accidental catches of sharks 
by long-line trawlers. 

”Our study shows that 
contrast against the back¬ 
ground, rather than colour per 
se, may be more important 
for object detection by 
sharks,” said lead scientist 
Nathan Scott Hart at the Uni¬ 
versity of Western Australia. 

’’This may help us to de¬ 
sign long-line fishing lures 
that are less attractive to 
sharks as well as to design 
swimming attire and surf 
craft that have a lower visual 
contrast to sharks and there¬ 
fore are less ’attractive’ to 
them.”

How skin cancer cells evade 
immune system: study 



PARIS,France (AFP) - Scien¬ 
tists have pinpointed a molec¬ 
ular mechanism in mice which 
helps skin cancer cells con¬ 
found the animal’s immune 
system, according to a study 
released ths week. 

The discovery — if duplicated 
in humans — could one day 
lead to drug treatments that 
block this mechanism, and 
thus the cancer’s growth, the 
study reported. 

In experiments on mice, re¬ 
searchers showed for the first 
time that a protein called inter¬ 
feron-gamma (IFN-gamma) 
plays a key role in the spread 
of melanoma, a notoriously ag¬ 
gressive form of cancer resist¬ 
ant to standard chemotherapy. 

The same kind of ultravio¬ 
let radiation that leads to sun¬ 
burn caused white blood cells 
to infiltrate the skin of the 
mice, explained Glenn Mer- 
lino, a scientist at the US Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute and the 
main architect of the study. 

The white blood cells, in 
turn, ’’can produce IFN- 
gamma. We believe that IFN- 
gamma can promote 
melanoma in our model sys¬ 
tem, and perhaps in people," 


he said in an email. 

Injecting the mice with an¬ 
tibodies that block IFN- 
gamma interrupted this 
signalling process, effectively 
reducing the risk of UV-in- 
duced skin cancer, the re¬ 
searchers found. 

Ideally, such a treatment 
would mean that someone ex¬ 
posed to large doses of UV ra¬ 
diation — long summers at the 
beach without protective 
cream, for example -- could es¬ 
cape the potentially lethal 
threat of skin cancer. 

Cases of cutaneous malig¬ 
nant melanoma are increasing 
faster than any other type of 
cancer. 

In 2000, over 200,000 cases 
of melanoma were diagnosed 
and there were 65,000 
melanoma-associated deaths, 
according to the World Health 
Organisation (WHO). 

Up to now, interferons were 
thought to impede the forma¬ 
tion of cancer tumours. One in 
particular, interferon-alpha, 
has been widely used to treat 
melanoma, both as a first-line 
drug and an adjutant. 

Earlier research has raised 
doubts as to effectiveness of 
the treatment, which also has 
serious side effects. 

The main risk factors are 
high exposure to the sun and 
other UV sources such as 
sunbeds, along with genetic 
factors.The disease is far more 
common among people with a 
pale complexion, blue eyes, 
and red or fair hair.

DENPASAR, Indonesia (AFP) 
- Indonesia is investigating re¬ 
ports of an outbreak of Legion¬ 
naire’s disease on the resort 
island of Bali, an official said 
after 10 Australians returned 
home with the disease. 

Bali health department 
chief Nyoman Sutedja said the 
Australian government had 
passed on information about a 
possible outbreak but so far no 
sign of the disease had been 
found. 

"We are investigating in the 
field after receiving a report 
from the Australian consulate. 
From the hospitals here we 
have received no reports of 
people being infected with Le¬ 
gionnaire’s," he told AFP. 

"We suspect that the disease 
came from hotels which failed 
to clean up their water supply." 

The Australian government 
has updated its travel advice to 
citizens visiting Indonesia, 
saying a "small number of 
cases" of Legionnaire's disease 
had been recorded in travellers 
who had returned from Bali 
since August. 

"Travellers in Bali or who 


have recently returned, who 
experience flu-like symptoms 
such as fever and cough, 
should consult their GPs (doc¬ 
tor) or hospital emergency de¬ 
partments, and advise them of 
their recent travel," it said. 

"Indonesian health authori¬ 
ties and the World Health Or¬ 
ganization are aware of the 
problem and are investigating 
possible sources of outbreak." 

The West Australian health 
department warned citizens 
who have recently visited Bali 
to be alert for symptoms after 
a total of 10 Australians were 
treated for the potentially fatal 
disease. 

Five were diagnosed with 
severe pneumonia after return¬ 
ing from holidays in Bali in 
December. 

Western Australia's acting 
chief health officer, Andy 
Robertson, said the holiday¬ 
makers most likely caught the 
infection in the central Kuta 
area of Bali, the island's main 
tourist hangout. 

The disease most often af¬ 
fects middle-aged and elderly 
people, particularly those who 


smoke or who have lung dis¬ 
ease, diabetes, kidney disease 
or a weakened immune sys¬ 
tem. 

Symptoms are similar to a 
severe flu and could include 
fever, chills, muscle soreness, 
headaches, tiredness, reduced 
appetite, diarrhoea, dry cough¬ 
ing and breathlessness. 

Health insurer International 
SOS said at least six victims 
were believed to have used the 
same Kuta hotel, and most had 
visited the same shopping cen¬ 
tre. 

Legionnaire's disease is 
caused by bacteria that grow in 
water, particularly in warm en¬ 
vironments such as hot tubs, 
hot water tanks, plumbing sys¬ 
tems and air-conditioning sys¬ 
tems. 

It is contracted through in¬ 
halation of contaminated water 
droplets and is not known to be 
transmitted from person to per¬ 
son. 

Bali has also been battling a 
rabies outbreak that has killed 
more than 100 people since 
November, 2008. 


Nice study shows breakthrough in treating fetal 


defects 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers have discovered 
why fetal stem cell transplants, 
once considered a promising 
field for treating congenital 
defects before birth, were fail¬ 
ing: it was all mother's fault. 

The mistake may have been 
that doctors were trying to 
match transplantable bone 
marrow stem cells to the fetus. 
The mother's immune system 
would recognize the new cells 
as dangerous and reject them. 

But if stem cells that match 
the mother were implanted, 
scientists saw a near 100 per¬ 
cent success rate, said the 
study. "This research is really 
exciting because it offers us a 
straightforward, elegant solu¬ 
tion that makes fetal stem cell 
transplantation a reachable 
goal," said senior author Tippi 
MacKenzie at the University 
of California, San Francisco. 

If the process works in hu¬ 
mans, doctors could use it to 
treat a variety of inherited im¬ 
mune disorders which can be 
detected through prenatal test¬ 
ing, such as sickle cell disease, 


thalassemia, chronic granulo¬ 
matous disease and others. 

The advance could erase 
what researchers describe as a 
"decade-long scientific conun¬ 
drum" that has caused many to 
lose interest in the field. 

"The fact that fetal stem 
cell transplantation has not 
been very successful has been 
puzzling, especially given the 
widely accepted dogma that 
the immature fetal immune 
system can adapt to tolerate 
foreign substances," said co¬ 
author Qizhi Tang at the 
UCSF Transplantation Re¬ 
search Lab. 

"The surprising finding in 
our study is that the mother's 
immune system is to blame." 

Using a variety of mouse 
models for study, researchers 
looked at the content of the 
fetus's blood and found that 10 
percent of it matched maternal 
blood cells, a higher propor¬ 
tion than anywhere else in the 
developing mouse's body. 

Then they transplanted 
mice with blood stem cells 
that matched neither the fetus 


or mother to see what would 
happen. 

A rush of T-cells, which 
protect the body from infec¬ 
tion, surged from the mother 
into the fetus, forcing the re¬ 
jection of the transplanted 
cells. 

But when researchers trans¬ 
planted blood stem cells that 
matched the mother, they 
process was usually successful 
because the mother's immune 
system did not recognize them 
as dangerous. 

"As long as the trans¬ 
planted stem cells are matched 
to the mother, it does not seem 
to matter if they are matched 
to the fetus," said co-author 
Amar Nijagal, a postdoctoral 
research fellow and surgery 
resident at UCSF. 

"Transplanting stem cells 
harvested from the mother 
makes sense because the 
mother and her developing 
fetus are prewired to tolerate 
each other." 

Researchers hope to look 
next at whether the process 
will work in humans.

Even for a long-time resident 
and our favorite Aruban out¬ 
back guide, Madi, this past 
weekend was a revelation as 
we experienced authentic 
spelunking in what was the 
deepest cave in all the Nether¬ 
lands Antilles when Aruba was 
still a part of this now defunct 
territory of the Dutch King¬ 
dom. 

Steven, who is stationed at 
the Dutch Marine Camp in Sa- 
vaneta for a few years, loves to 
explore Aruba and research its 
history and geography. He led 
a group of intrepid explorers 
through a truly secret site in 
the wilds of Seroe Colorado on 
Sunday morning, as we ex¬ 
plored a well-hidden cave that 
was even unknown to Madi, 
who makes her living guiding 
tours through Aruba’s Arikok 
Park and to the Natural Pool. 

I cannot reveal the exact lo¬ 


cation of the entrance, as it is 
not a casual adventure, and 
must be experienced with a 
guide familiar with the cavern. 
It stretches 483 meters 
(1,584.65 ft) into the bowels of 
Seroe Colorado, and re¬ 
searchers even theorize the 
tunnels go beyond Aruba’s 
shores to form underwater 
caves for miles to the south of 
the island. 

Steven pointed out a deep 
hole close to the entrance, 
which Dutch Marines deploy 
as a training exercise for res¬ 
cue situations. A combination 
of tape and twine leads a path 
to one of the deeper major 
chambers, which brought us 
past fantastic stalagmite and 
stalactite formations and tun¬ 
nels that must be traversed 
bent over-even for not-so-tall 
explorers such as ourselves. 

Along the way we encoun¬ 


tered pools of sweet, clean 
water where the group could 
refresh, as well as one deep 
well filled waist high with 
water fed from the sea, as it 
was slightly salty. This did not 
deter the ever-adventurous 
Madi from taking a dip. 

Our entire under-earth ad¬ 
venture was one hour from 
entry to exit. The cave has 
some stunning natural forma¬ 
tions, particularly the contrast 
from light to dark at the en¬ 
trance, for fantastic photos. It 
is riddled with side passages 
and additional chambers aside 
form the primary route, and 
should not be explored without 
a guide. The likelihood of this 
remote, as the entrance is well 
hidden and virtually impossi¬ 
ble for the uninitiated to find. 
It is important to bring lots of 
bright flashlights, wear proper 
shoes and comfortable cloth¬ 
ing, which will get dirty, and

Boeing delays first Dreamliner delivery 
to autumn 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Boe¬ 
ing said that it would delay the 
first delivery of its new 787 
Dreamliner, originally planned 
for February, until the third 
quarter of 2011. 

"This revised timeline for 
first delivery accommodates 
the work we believe remains to 
be done to complete testing 
and certification of the 787," 
Scott Fancher, Boeing vice 
president and general manager 
of the 787 program, said in a 
statement. 

The postponement came 
after a string of technical 
mishaps and delays slowed the 
testing program for the jets, 
heralded as a new generation 
of highly fuel-efficient mid¬ 


sized aircraft. 

The company has encoun¬ 
tered numerous difficulties in 
bringing the plane to market 
due to its use of composite ma¬ 
terials as well as integrating 
production in numerous sites. 

Last month Boeing said it 
had installed updated power 
system software and con¬ 
ducted rigorous reviews to 
confirm flight readiness after it 
was forced to halt tests due to 
an electrical fire that forced an 
emergency landing. 

Fancher said the new target 
for delivery includes some 
margin of flexibility "to allow 
for any additional time that 
may be needed to complete 
certification activities." 


German investor sentiment 
index soars 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Ger¬ 
man financial market confi¬ 
dence surged this month as 
investors welcomed strong in¬ 
dustrial orders, low interest 
rates and positive US data, the 
ZEW research institute said. 

The group's index soared to 
15.4 points from 4.3 points in 
December, its highest level 
since July 2010 as the biggest 
economy in Europe geared up 
for more growth in 2011. 

Analysts polled by Dow 
Jones Newswires had ex¬ 
pected the volatile German in¬ 
dicator to reach 8.0 points, and 
the new level remained below 
the historical average of 26.8 
points. 

But it was the third in¬ 
crease running after six de¬ 
clines, leading economists to 
conclude the economy will re¬ 
main relatively strong this 
year. 

The Ifo index will flesh out 
a clearer picture of German 
business sentiment but at least 
the financial sector was upbeat 
as the ongoing eurozone debt 
saga played on with a meeting 
of finance ministers in Brus¬ 
sels. 

They signalled readiness to 
bump up a euro emergency 
fund but stressed that vulner¬ 
able countries must first put 
their finances in order. 

The ZEW indicator mean¬ 
while, based on a survey of 
284 analysts and institutional 


investors, suggested that "fi¬ 
nancial market experts expect 
the dynamic growth of the 
German economy to con¬ 
tinue," a statement said. 

ZEW president Wolfgang 
Franz also highlighted current 
low interest rate levels that 
should boost demand for Ger¬ 
man goods and said positive 
data from the US had raised 
hopes that global growth 
would continue. 

German growth should get 
an additional boost from in¬ 
creased job security, which 
typically stimulates household 
consumption, Franz added. 

Meanwhile, investors' as¬ 
sessments of their current sit¬ 
uation changed little but 
nonetheless gained 0.2 points 
to an indexed 82.8 points, the 
highest level since August 
2007. 

ING senior economist 
Carsten Brzeski said: "It looks 
as if there is almost blind trust 
in the strength of the German 
recovery." 

Berenberg Bank chief 
economist Holger Schmieding 
added that the third consecu¬ 
tive increase in the ZEW 
index "supports our view that 
the German economy will stay 
reasonably robust in 2011."

High oil prices pose real economic risk, 
says IEA 



PARIS,France (AFP) - Oil 
prices near $100 a barrel pose 
a real risk to the world econ¬ 
omy, the IEA warned ,as the 
global economic rebound led 
to the strongest growth in oil 
demand for nearly three 
decades. 

Oil prices of $100 a barrel 
represent an 'oil burden' of five 
percent of gross domestic 
product on the global econ¬ 
omy, the IEA calculated, and 
said such levels in the past 
"have clearly been associated 
with economic problems. 

Optimism about the global 
economic recovery and inter¬ 
est from bullish investors have 


BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
China said its rare earth exports 
rose 14.5 percent in the first 11 
months of last year as prices 
more than doubled, with most 
of the shipments going to 
Japan, Europe and the United 
States. 

Exports of the minerals — 
17 elements vital to everything 
from iPods to wind turbines — 
hit 35,000 tonnes for the Janu- 
ary-November period, the 
commerce ministry said, ex¬ 
ceeding Beijing's full-year 
quota of 30,300 tonnes. 

"China will continue to sup¬ 
ply rare earths to the interna¬ 
tional markets and manage rare 
earth export quotas according 
to rules of the World TradeOr- 
ganization," spokesman Yao 
Jian told a regular briefing. 

The value of the exports 
soared 171 percent from a year 
earlier as prices for the miner¬ 
als jumped by around 130 per¬ 
cent, Yao told reporters. 

Shipments to Japan, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and the United 
States — who have been vocal 


pushed crude 
prices close to 
$100 a barrel in 
recent sessions, 
levels last seen in 
October 2008. 

Harsh winter 
weather hitting 
Europe and parts 
of North Amer¬ 
ica, as well as 
growth in China 
and other devel¬ 
oping nations has 
also boosted 
prices. The IEA, the energy 
policy and monitoring arm of 
the 34-member Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development, said growth in 
oil demand in 2010 was at one 
of the strongest rates in three 
decades, albeit from a low cri¬ 
sis level. 

The IEA said preliminary 
data showed China's oil de¬ 
mand raced ahead 15.1 percent 
year-on-year in November, 
driven in large part by govern¬ 
ment-mandated closures of 
coal-fired plants to meet pollu¬ 
tion targets that spurred use of 
small-scale electricity genera- 


critics of China's rare earth ex¬ 
port restrictions — made up 86 
percent of total exports in the 
period, he added. 

China, which produces 
more than 95 percent of the 
world's rare earths, has tight¬ 
ened control over the elements 
by cutting quotas for overseas 
shipments and hiking export 
taxes. The moves have raised 
concern overseas that China 
was abusing its market domi¬ 
nance, with the United States 
calling on the country not to 
use rare earths as a "trade 
weapon". But Beijing has de¬ 
nied any political motivation 
over rare earths and has in¬ 
sisted the issue is an environ¬ 
mental one. 

The commerce ministry 
said last month it had slashed 
rare earth export quotas by 
about 35 percent for the first 
six months of this year. 

Yao said that the govern¬ 
ment was still considering the 
full-year quota and would an¬ 
nounce its decision "in a timely 
manner".

"Total demand has thus 
reached new historical highs 
(10.2 mbd), surpassing for the 
first time the symbolic 10 mbd 
threshold," said the IEA. 

Given that the pace of eco¬ 
nomic recovery is widely fore¬ 
cast to slow down in 2011, the 
IEA forecast growth in oil de¬ 
mand to slow to 1.6 percent for 
a gain of 1.4 mbd year-on-year 
to 89.1 mbd. 

The OPEC oil cartel, which 
pumps 40 percent of world 
crude, revised upwards its 
2011 world demand growth es¬ 
timate,given the pace of global 
economic recovery and cold 
winter weather in the northern 
hemisphere. 

It now estimated demand 
on OPEC countries to average 
29.9 mbd, around 0.4 mbd 
higher than previously, and 
that the cartel's effective spare 
capacity has nudged below 5 
mbd for the first time in two 
years. 

The IEA said "the steady in¬ 
crease in prices over the past 
few months appears to have 
prompted a number of produc¬ 
ers to increase supplies to cap¬ 
ture higher revenues and/or to 
moderate price increases." 

It singled out Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Kuwait, the UAE, Nige¬ 
ria, Ecuador and Venezuela. 

At its last meeting the 12- 
nation cartel decided to leave 
production quotas unchanged, 
with some nations like Iran and 
Venezuela urging higher prices 
to above 100 dollars a barrel to 
offset what they said were ris¬ 
ing production costs. 

But at the meeting last 
month in Quito OPEC heavy¬ 
weight Saudi Arabia differed, 
saying between 70 and 80 dol¬ 
lars a barrel was a "fair price."

Paul the octopus, who shot to 
fame during the football World 
Cup last year for his flawless 
record in predicting the out¬ 
come of games, will get a 
shrine to mark three months 
since he died, his aquarium 
said Monday, psychic 

The tentacled tipster will on 
Thursday be honoured with a 
"Paul Corner" at his former 
home, containing his ashes and 
a "huge memorial," the centre 
in western Germany said. 

"There will be a statue 
around 1.80 metres high (six 
feet) of Paul, on top of a foot¬ 
ball, in the middle of which 
will be a see-through window 
with the golden urn containing 
Paul's ashes," spokeswoman 
Tanja Munzig told AFP. 

Paul thrilled punters and 
cost bookmakers a small for¬ 
tune during the World Cup in 
South Africa in June and July 
by defying the odds to tip cor¬ 
rectly seven German matches 
and Spain's 1-0 triumph 
against the Netherlands in the 
final. 

For the prediction, two 
boxes were lowered into the

A three-time Emmy 
Award winner, Philbin was 
honored with a Lifetime 
Achievement Award from the 
National Academy of Televi¬ 
sion Arts & Sciences at the 
Daytime Emmy Awards in 
2008.

MELBOURNE (AFP) - Top 
seed Rafael Nadal was 
handed an easy win at the 
Australian Open Tuesday, as 
Kim Clijsters humiliated Di¬ 
nara Safina 6-0, 6-0 and for¬ 
mer number one Ana 
Ivanovic was another high- 
profile casualty. 

Nadal, the French Open, 
Wimbledon and US Open 
champion, was leading 6-0, 
5-0 when Brazilian journey¬ 
man Marcos Daniel threw in 
the towel after being troubled 
by a left knee problem. 

In an action-packed day 
two, Britain's Andy Murray 
went through in similar cir¬ 
cumstances when Slovakia's 
Karol Beck retired with a 
shoulder problem while trail¬ 
ing 6-3, 6-1, 4-2. 

Swedish fourth seed 
Robin Soderling beat Italy's 
Potito Starace in straight sets 
and 2009 US Open champion 
Juan Martin del Potro en¬ 
joyed a successful return to 
Grand Slam tennis after 
being injured for most of last 
year. 

And Argentina's David 
Nalbandian outlasted long¬ 
time Australian rival Lleyton 
Hewitt in a 4hr 48min 
marathon which tested the 
record for the tournament's 
longest match. 

Nadal will play American 
qualifier Ryan Sweeting next 
as he targets the "Rafa Slam" 
— the first time one man has 
held all four major titles since 
Rod Laver in 1969. 

The Spaniard, forced out 
of last year's quarter-final 
against Murray with a knee 
injury, said the disconsolate 
Daniel would be feeling "ter¬ 
rible". 

"It's a terrible feeling to 
pull out of a match with an 
injury and I wish him all the 
best and a fast recovery," said 
Nadal. "If you are feeling bad 
you should not go on and it's 


best for the recovery." 

In the women's draw, Bel¬ 
gium's Clijsters steamrolled 
the distraught Safina in just 
44 minutes for her fourth 
whitewash at the tournament, 
but the first against high-pro¬ 
file opposition. 

Injury-hit Safina, a former 
world number one, was a 
beaten finalist just two years 
ago and she was again incon¬ 
solable as she left Rod Laver 


Arena, burying her head in 
her hands as she faced the 
media. 

"Embarrassing," Safina 
said. 

Serbia's Ivanovic, another 
former number one and the 
2008 French Open champion, 
continued her miserable 
Grand Slam form with a 
quick exit at the hands of 
49th-ranked Russian Ekate¬ 
rina Makarova. 

The popular brunette fell 
in round two at last year's 
Australian and French Opens, 
before being humbled in her 
first match at Wimbledon and 
reaching the US Open's 
fourth round. 

Earlier Murray, last year's 
runner-up and the world 
number five, was cruising 
when Beck gave in to a serv¬ 
ing shoulder problem. 

"Obviously you'd rather 
finish the match off without 


your opponent being hurt," 
Murray said. "But it does 
happen quite a lot. So you 
just have to move on and get 
yourself ready for the next 
round." 

Murray is searching for 
Britain's first Grand Slam 
title since 1936, after being 
beaten by Federer in last 
year's final here and the 2008 
US Open decider. 

The in-form Soderling 
eased past Starace 6-4, 6-2, 6- 
2, raising hopes of another 
rousing run after reaching at 
least the quarter-finals at the 
last three Grand Slams. 

Argentina's del Potro, who 
has barely played since last 
year's Open following wrist 
surgery, overcame Israel's 
Dudi Sela, 7-6(15/13) 6-4, 6- 
4 to help banish a nightmare 
2010 . 

Women's second seed 
Vera Zvonareva moved to¬ 
wards her third consecutive 
Grand Slam final with an 
easy 6-2, 6-1 win over 
Sybille Bammer, and Aus¬ 
tralia's Samantha Stosur 
crushed American wildcard 
Lauren Davis in just 53 min¬ 


utes. 

Elsewhere former world 
number one Jelena Jankovic, 
seeded seventh, ended a six- 
match losing streak as she 
went through 6-0, 7-6 (7/5) 
against Alla Kudryavtseva of 
Russia. 

There were also wins for 
Croatian 15th seed Marin 
Cilic and Russian world 
number 10 Mikhail Youzhny, 
as well as former finalists Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga and Marcos 
Baghdatis. 

Nalbandian was pushed all 
the way in the late-night 
showdown with Hewitt, with 
whom he has sparred since 
their junior days, before pro¬ 
ducing a sweet lob to finish it 
3-6, 6-4, 3-6, 7-6 (7/1) 9-7. 

The gruelling clash had 
threatened to surpass the 5hr 
14min set by Nadal and Fer¬ 
nando Verdasco in their grip¬ 
ping semi-final in 2009. 


MADRID (AFP) - Cristiano 
Ronaldo called for reinforce¬ 
ments to Real Madrid's front 
line on Tuesday to help the 
club's desperate struggle to 
wrestle the Spanish league 
title from bitter rivals 
Barcelona. 

"We need someone for six 
months," said Portuguese star 
Ronaldo, as Real's Argentine 
striker Gonzalo Higuain had 
a hernia operation in the 
United States on Saturday 
and is unlikely to feature for 
at least four months. 

"There has been talk of 
some great players such as 
Ruud (van Nistelrooy) and 
I'm glad. The more players 
there are here who want to 
help this team win the better," 
said the Portuguese star, who 
has 22 goals at the half way 
stage of the season. 

Real Madrid dropped to 
four points behind Barcelona 
in the championship this 
weekend where two players 
at the Catalan club are often 
on target - Lionel Messi has

The 41-year-old legend 
could be finally be finished or 
he could be reinstated at any 
moment. 

He announced his retire¬ 
ment to much fanfare in 2008 
with the Green Bay Packers 
and did the same in 2009 
with the New York Jets be¬ 
fore negotiating new multi¬ 
million dollar contracts in the 
offseason.

Pathan powers India to thrilling win

CAPE TOWN (AFP) - A 
burst of powerful hitting by 
Yusuf Pathan spurred India to 
a thrilling two-wicket win in 
the third one-day interna¬ 
tional against South Africa at 
Newlands on Tuesday. 

Chasing a target of 221, 
India were struggling at 93 
for five before Pathan 
launched a savage assault 
against South African off- 
spinners Johan Botha and JP 
Duminy. 

On a pitch where most 
batsmen found it difficult to 
play positive strokes, Pathan, 
making his first appearance 
in the series, struck 59 off 50 
balls as India took a 2-1 lead 
in the five-match series. 

Pathan and Suresh Raina 
(37) put on 75 for the sixth 
wicket but both were out in 


quick succession to set up a 
tense finish. 

Fast bowler Morne 
Morkel took three for 26 and 
fellow paceman Dale Steyn 
claimed two for 31 but could 
not stop India from getting 
home with ten balls to spare. 
Harbhajan Singh made a cru¬ 
cial 23 not out, including two 
sixes. 

"If I get the ball in my 
area, I go for it," said Pathan. 

Indian captain Mahendra 
Songh Dhoni said he encour¬ 
aged the young players in his 
team to play their natural 
game. 

"We want Yusuf to play 
the game he plays," said 
Dhoni. 

"As he gets more experi¬ 
ence he will turn into a 
match-finishing batsman." 


his record streak of 297 
straight regular-season games 
started and he later suffered a 
concussion.

He has completed 
6,300 passes for 71,838 yards 
with 508 touchdowns and 
336 interceptions in his 
lengthy 20-year career. 
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Olazabal named as 
Europe's Ryder 
Cup captain 



ABU DHAB (AFP) - Span¬ 
ish star Jose Maria Olazabal 
was named on Tuesday to 
lead Europe's Ryder Cup de¬ 
fence against the United 
States next year in Medinah, 
Chicago. 

Announcing the captaincy 
ahead of the Abu Dhabi 
Championship, George O'¬ 
Grady, chief executive of the 
European Tour, said that the 
popular Olazabal had been a 
unanimous choice for the key 
position replacing Colin 
Montgomerie. 

The 44-year-old from 
Spain's Basque country, a 
veteran of seven Ryder Cups 
as player and the last two as 
vice-captain, called it "one of 
the greatest challenges of his 
career." 

The two-time Masters 
champion said: "You all 
know how much the Ryder 
Cup has meant to me in my 
career. I dedicated 25 years of 
my life as a professional 
golfer. I played seven Ryder 
Cups and as I said, the Ryder 
Cup is welded deep in my 
heart. 

"This is a huge responsi¬ 
bility to be the next captain, 
and also, I have to say that it's 
I think one of the biggest 
challenges, if not the biggest 
challenge I will have in my 
career, especially at this time 
of my career. 

"All I can say is that I will 


try to do the best that I can, 
try to be close to the players. 

"I've had a pretty solid 
professional career, but as I 
said, The Ryder Cup is very 
special to me. 

"To be the captain of the 
2012 Ryder Cup there is only 
one goal for it, and I will try 
to be as successful as possi¬ 
ble, and you know, you have 
only one shot at it." 

One of the immediate dif¬ 
ferences in the thought 
processes of Olazabal and 
most other captains was the 
kind of changes he wanted to 
make in the qualification sys¬ 
tem. 

Unlike others, he actually 
wants to reduce the number 
of Captain's picks to two, in¬ 
stead of three during Colin 
Montgomerie's tenure. 

"We are going to sit down 
and chat about the changes in 
the qualification system. I 
have a couple of things in my 
mind, but I don't think I will 
change it drastically, any¬ 
ways," said Olazabal. 

"Yo know, the more picks 
you get, the less value I think 
you give to the players that 
finish from eight to ten, and I 
think to finish in the top 10, 
you have to play great golf, 
and it was proven the last 
time. 

"To make the top 10, you 
need to have an extremely 
great year. And it would be a 
shame to tell any of those 
guys, you're not in." 

One of the reasons Olaza¬ 
bal was hesitating taking on 
the job was his continuous 
battle with rheumatism, 
which reduced his playing 
schedule in 2010 to just three 
tournaments. 

But he said he was feeling 
much better now, and has in 
fact entered for all four weeks 
on the Desert Swing starting 
with the Abu Dhabi Champi¬ 
onship this week. 
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Disgraced Landis to quit cycling 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Disgraced former Tour de 
France winner Floyd Landis 
has announced he is retiring 
from cycling with immediate 
effect, ESPN reported on 
Tuesday. 

The 3 5-year-old American 
has been unable to find a 
team since being stripped of 


the 2006 Tour de France 
crown after a positive test for 
testosterone. Despite denying 
doping for four years, he fi¬ 
nally confessed last year. 

In making his confession, he 
alleged that former US Postal 
team-mate Lance Armstrong 
was involved in systematic 
doping during his spectacular 


Tour de France career. 

Those claims have since 
prompted a federal investigation 
into the superstar American. 

"I've spent five years try¬ 
ing to get back to a place that 
I can never really go back to, 
and it's causing more stress 
than is worth it," Landis told 
ESPN. 
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
